Village Prepares 2022-2023 Annual Budget

Since the beginning of the year, the Village Manager and Village Treasurer have been
meeting with department heads to prepare the annual Village budget for the 2022-
2023 fiscal year.

As required by state law, the Village Manager must file the tentative budget in the of-
fice of the Village Clerk on or before March 20th. Once the tentative budget is filed,
the Board of Trustees will begin holding work sessions to review the tentative budget
and make any revisions necessary.

The Village Budget consists of the General Fund (which funds most Village opera-
tions), the Capital Fund (used for capital projects such as purchasing equipment & in-

frastructure improvements), the Debt Fund (which pays the interest and premium on
bonds) & the Water and Sewer Funds (which fund those systems).

It is made up of volun-
teer community members who work in collaboration with the Village Board of Trustees and the Police Department to
foster communication between the residents and the Police Department and to implement the Police Reform Plan de-
veloped by the Police Reform Task Force. The Village’s Reform Plan was adopted following extensive community in-

volvement and input in March of 2021.
